There are three important Commit- 
tees of. the “House investigating dif- 
ferent ‘matters and their investiga- 
tions must .be completed and reports 
made defore the ‘close of the Session.

In the Committee on Banking and 
Commerce the. investigation into the 
necessity for intermediate credits 
has well nigh been completed, while 
the Agricultural Committee, which is 
investigating the whole marketing 
situation, will complete its enquiry 
in that regard very shortly. 

The most important thing of the 
week was the announcement by the 
Prime Minister on Dominion Day 
(July 1st) of the intention of the 


| Government to provide adequate re- 


lief for those in the drouth stricken 
areas of the Western Provinces, and 
also to provide throughout the year 
for the unemployed. In making his 
announcement the Prime Minister re- 
quested the co-operation of all groups 
of the House, which co-operation was 
speedily granted by spokesmen of all 
groups. Before the Session ends the 
policy of the Government-in dealing 
with these relief problems will be 
presented to Parliament. The Gov- 
ernment has stated its willingness to 
accept suggestions from any Member 
who may wish to make them. 

The. Budget is now before the Com- 
mittee of the Whole in the form of 
bills. It is interesting to note - that 
certain important modifications to 
the budget have been made by the 
Government, in response to appeals 
from the floor of the House by priv- 
ate Members. The alterations which 
most affect the farmers of the West 
are the tax on cheques and the reduc: 
tion of Income Tax on higher ‘in- 
comes. With regard to the former 
the Prime Minister accepted the sug- 
gestion of our group ‘and will exempt 
cheques up to $5.00, while the income 
Tax on higher incomes is not to be 
reduced, but. will remain: 50%. as. be-

So far as I am aware, the tariff 
alterations in this year’s Budget 
which will soon be before the Com- 
mittee of the Whole is likely to be 
the most contentious matter with 
which the House will have to deal. 
No doubt several days will be requir- 
ed for its discussion.

WM. IRVINE, M.P., CRITICISES 
TWO CENT STAMP'ON CHEQUES 


The following is a report from Han- 
sard of the speech made by Wm. Ir- 
vine, M.P. for Wetaskiwin, during the 
discussion in the House on the stamp 
tex on small cheques: 

Mr. Irvine: I wish to extend to the 
Minister of Finance a plea in con- 
nection with the two cent stamp on 
cheques and I may say that in doing 
so.I am merely stating the represent- 
ations of the people of my constitu- 
ency. 

Last Thursday at the town of 
Leduc I attended the annual United 
Farmers of Alberta convention in the 
constituency I have the honour to 
represent, atid the matter of the two 
cent tax was one of the items with 
which the convention.dealt. May I 


say to the Minister of Finance that 


the people in that constituency fully 
appreciate the necessity for securing 
revenue for the country, far, think 


Little* Edmund Kluczney_ is home {they also’ fully appréclate the ‘fact 


‘that they have to pay their share, and 
I belive they are willing to do so. I 
think also that at least in imagina- 
tion they have some idea of the dif- 
ficulties which the Minister of Fin- 
ance must face in trying fairly to tax 
all the people. We must realize that 
if one class secures an exemption to 
any extent other classes have an 
equal claim and no doubt will make 
such claims. If the Minister of Fin- 
ance listens to all claims very soon 
he would have no revenue at all. The 
people in my constituency appreciate 
that fact. It is because we think that 
in connection with this particular tax 
a certain class of farmers are being 
discriminated against that I now ex- 
tend to the Prime Minister this- plea. 
If my remarks are not well founded, 
I shall not expect my right hon. 
friend ‘to pay any attention; if they 
are, I should hope that he would at 
least give the matter some considera- 
tion. 

It is the conviction of the small 
farmers who are shipping cream, but- 
ter and other dairy products two, 
three or four times a week that a 
two cent stamp on the small credit 
slips or cheques that they receive 
bears .too high a proportion to their 
small incomes. Many of these 
cheques are for 60, 65, 70 and 80 
cents, $1, $1.50 and so forth, and by 
the end of the year they have paid a 
very considerable amount “of their 
income in stamp tax — an amount 
which they think is much more than 
their fair share. Moreover, they argue 
that in addition to having to pay the 
stamp tax on these small cheques, 


this,on every cheque they draw. 


they must also pay a two cent stamp 
They- 
do not obect to this latter tax, but. 
they are perturbed at having to pay 
two cents on their small 
cheques. 

I know it is contended that, -the- 
farmer does not pay the tax, that the- 
dealer does. In this connection E 
think we must listen to the farmer 
himself, because surely he is the best 


judge as to whether he does or does:: 
not pay the tax. Mixed farming is ex-: 


tensively carried on in my constitu- 
ency, and at the. U.F.A.- convention 
which I attended recently composed 
of delegates from all over the con- 
stituency, nearly every one of whom:

course would come from the members 
themselves on every can of creamr 
that they ship to the co-operative 
creameries. There can be no doubt 
that the farmer pays this tax, 

The convention to which I have al- 
ready referred urges the finance min- 
ister to make an exemption on cream 
cheques for amounts up to $5. That 
would relieve the smaller farmer. 
The farmer -who is in a position to: 
allow his cream credits to accumu- 
late for two or three months car 
obtain his income at, the price of a 
two cent stamp; but the Poorer the 
farmer is the more necessary he 
finds it to take his small cheque 
every time he ships a can of cream, 
and therefore he must pay the two 
cent tax on every cheque. 

Now I ask the Minister of eee 
to give consideration to this plea. -
